London, and Dur Southern and C aſtern Counties, not logking upon thoſe parts as Enemies to Us, and ſv to ſutfer by the app2oach of 
Dur Army, oꝛ the diſoꝛders thereof {which dete will aſc all poſſible meanes to pꝛe vent / but as Dur poꝛe Subiects oppzeſſed by power (of 
Which Ne reit allured the greater part remaine lopall to Vis) and fo deſerving Ove prof2ction- And We hope that at a nearer diffance of 
Place there may beget ſo right an underſtanding betwerne Us and Dur People, that at length Me map obtaine a Treaty fo! Peace, and a 
tull, free and peaceable Convention in Parliainent, and therein maße an end of theſe unhappy differences by a god Accommodation, In 
which Aut hereby aſſure all Our People upon Dur Rovall 77920, and the Faith of a Chriltian (which is the greateſt Security we tan 
gor them) that Cate will inſtſt onely upon the letling and continuance of the true Nekozmed Pꝛoteſtant Religion, Our owne undoubted 
Enotone Rights, the pꝛibiledges of Paritament, and Dur Subieas Liberty and P 20perty, accoꝛding to the Lawes of the Land, and to 
have alt ſhele ſetſod in a full and free Darliament, whereby the rmics on bothſides may be pzeſently disbanded, this Kinadome may be 
ſecmred from the danger of a Conqueſt by Foꝛraigne Foꝛces, all Strangers now in Armes may returne to their owne Ceuntreys 4 and 
Dur PIE gubieas be ſcœd of thoſe grievous hurt hen z, which by reaſon of the late Diſtracions,have ( much againſt Dur will) to much 
bꝛelled them.
